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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The reply filed on 7/21/04 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): In the response to restriction 
requirement, the applicant elected Species 1 drawn to the embodiment of 
representative Figures 2A-2F. However, it is unclear what the applicant means by "The 
generic claims are at least (emphasis added) claims 1-7, 9, 12-14, 16-19, 22-25, 27, 29, 
32, 33, 35-40, 42-47, 49-53, 55-61, and 63-66. Are the recited claims a listing of all 
claims readable on the elected species? Are there possibly more? Should all other 
pending claims be withdrawn from consideration? In order to clarify the record, the 
applicant must elect a single species for prosecution on the merits and a listing of all 
claims readable thereon. To advance prosecution, it would be most helpful if the 
applicant would clearly state for the record which claims are selected for examination 
and which claims are withdrawn. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply 
appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS 
from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
